The Aruban economy is on the rise compared to 2010 


ORANJESTAD - The year 
2011 was, reportedly, the year 
of recovery for the island of 
Aruba. Many have debated 
over what was the real growth 
in 2011 and whether this 
growth had an impact on all 
businesses. Actually, the only 
way to accurately measure 
economic growth is to analyse 
official figures from, among 
others, the Tax and Customs 
Offices (SIAD), AZV, DEHZI, 
APA, and the Central Bank of 
Aruba. These can supply us 
with indicators relative to eco¬ 
nomic activity and develop¬ 
ment in 2011. 

Figures from all taxes up to 
September 2011 indicate an in¬ 
crease in income of 12%. This 
means that compared to the 
same period a year ago (2010) 
the government received 12% 
more in income taxes. Income 
on business sales (BBO) in¬ 
creased 13% while income on 
wage taxes increased 6%. 

Taxes received from the im¬ 
portation of goods and prod¬ 
ucts increased by 17%. This 
gives us an indication of the 
volume of activity from import 
duties. This is also in keeping 
with the amount of containers 
that were transported. The 
amount of container move¬ 
ments numbered 11.421, 
which is 14% (+1.529) more 
than in 2010. The amount of 
import duties amounted to 
Afls.1.5 billion up to Septem¬ 
ber 2011. This represents an 
increase of 24% compared to 


the same period in 2010. 

With respect to AZV, its 
premiums had an increase of 
1% compared to the previous 
year. This was also corrected 
for the 2% premium increase 
as of January 2011. The adap¬ 
tation of the maximum income 
to charge the AZV premium 
was also included. 

These developments indi¬ 
cate that there was a great deal 
of economic activity on Aruba 
compared to the same period 
of 2010. If there was more 
container activity (an increase 
of 14% compared to 2010), 
this means that more products 
were imported in 2011 because 
the demand has increased. If 
there was more income from 
wage taxes, this means that 
more people are employed 
and paying wage taxes. And, 
ultimately there was an in¬ 
crease of 13% in BBO receipts 
which indicates that sales have 
increased considerably. All of 
these factors prove that there is 
an increase in economic activ¬ 
ity, hence a general growth in 
our economy. 

Obviously some businesses 
may not have experienced the 
effect of this growth, while 
others may have grown con¬ 
siderably. It may be impossible 
to measure each individual sit¬ 
uation. 

On the international front, 
the price of crude oil increased 
dramatically during the first 
half of 2011 directly affecting 
the price of petroleum prod¬ 


ucts, such as water, electricity 
and gasoline. In the third quar¬ 
ter of 2011 the price of crude 
was somewhat lower. Up to 
September 30, 2011 CBS reg¬ 
istered a price increase based 
on an average of 12 months of 
2.65%. In comparison with 
Aruba’s principal partners, 
namely, Curacao, The USA 
and Holland, the difference 
was hardly noticeable. 

Government incentives, in¬ 
vestments in the private sector 
such as the Ritz Carlton proj¬ 
ect, Kooyman and WEB NV, 
along with government invest¬ 
ments in different infrastruc¬ 
tural programs have all con¬ 
tributed to the growth of 2011. 
After a collapse in the con¬ 
struction sector in 2009 and 
2010, CBS’ figures show that 
up to September 2011 there 
has been an increase of 31 % in 
the amount of material im¬ 
ported for construction. This 
reflects that there is a great 
deal of investment both from 
the public as well as the private 
sector in the construction field. 

The government remains 
keen on stimulating the econ¬ 
omy, and in this vein has 
shifted their focus on small and 
medium size businesses which 
represents about 60 to 70% of 
our Gross Domestic Product 
(GDP). One of their goals is to 
upgrade the quality and capa¬ 
city of our entrepreneurs. This 
will entail the creation of more 
accessibility to capital, provide 
guidance, trainining and rele¬ 
vant information. 

With respcect to external 
investments, which is also a 
priority of the government, 
they have focused also on the 
investment climate. The issue 
here is to reduce the amount of 
red tape for the processing of 
business licenses. They are in¬ 
tent on making the entire pro¬ 
cess much simplier, much 
faster and to eliminate the un¬ 
necessary documentation. 

Most certainly, the reduc¬ 
tion in the cost of applying for 
a business license has also con¬ 
tributed to the increase of peti¬

tions for business licenses at 
the Department of Economic 
Affairs in 2011. DEZHI regis¬ 
tered 446 petitions in the last 
quarter of 2011 compared to 
384 in the same period in 
2010, which represents an in¬ 
crease of 16%! 

The Aruban economy is 
steadily on the rise; all indica¬ 
tors point to this. Notwith¬ 
standing, Aruba must continue 
to monitor external factors such 
as the global economic situa¬ 
tion, especially the US eco¬ 
nomical situation as these have 
a significant bearing on what 
happens in Aruba. Also impor¬ 
tant to watch is the economic 
situation of Holland and South 
America which are both very 
impotant to Aruba. According 


to the experts, one major aspect 
which helps to define the re¬ 
sults of our economy is the 
confidence that we must de¬ 
posit in our own situation lo¬ 
cally. The more confidence we 
have in our economy, the more 
it will continue to thrive.

KIEV (AFP) - A cold snap that 
killed 30 people in the Ukraine 
over the past five days spread 
yesterday to swathes of eastern 
and central Europe with record 
lows in Bulgaria and heavy 
snow in Switzerland and parts 
of Italy. 

Emergency services in the 
Ukraine said most of the dead 
were homeless people who 
froze to death on the streets, 
four were found in their 
homes, and more than 600 
people sought medical help for 
frostbite and hypothermia. 

Authorities opened 1,590 
shelters to provide food and 
heat and were planning to set 
up 150 more as temperatures 
plunged to minus 28 degrees 
Celsius (minus 18 degrees 
Fahrenheit) in some regions.

Chavez health 

WASHINGTON (AFP) -

GIGLIO (AFP — Italian divers 
yesterday gave up their search 
on the wreck of the Costa Con¬ 
cordia, in which 32 people are 
feared to have died, as workers 
prepared to start pumping out 
fuel to avoid an oil spill. 

"We have definitively 
stopped the underwater search 
inside the ship," said Luca 
Cari, fire brigade spokesman 
on the island of Giglio, ex¬ 
plaining that conditions inside 
the giant half-submerged liner 
were becoming too risky. 

The civil protection agency, 
which has been overseeing res¬ 
cue efforts following the Janu¬ 
ary 13 disaster, said in a 
statement it had contacted the 
families of the missing and for¬ 
eign embassies involved to ex¬ 


plain its decision. 

It added that rescuers would 
continue to inspect the above¬ 
water part of the liner and use 
specialist equipment to check for 
corpses on the sea bed in an 18- 
square-kilometer (seven-square- 
mile) area around the wreck. 

Meanwhile Pier Luigi Fos- 
chi, the chief executive of op¬ 
erator Costa Crociere, part of 
US-based giant Carnival Corp, 
told a Senate committee hear¬ 
ing that fuel pumping from the 
ship would start within the 
next 24 hours. 

"We believe that the wreck 
can no longer be put in use," he 
said of the ship, which cost 
450 million euros (590 million 
dollars) to build and was 
launched in 2006.

Venezuela concludes gold 
reserve repatriation 


CARACAS (AFP) 
Venezuela has repatriated the 
overwhelming majority of its 
gold reserves under a plan an¬ 
nounced last year by Presi¬ 
dent Hugo Chavez, officials 
said. 

The gold returned to the 
South American nation is 
worth an estimated $9 billion, 
officials said late Monday. 

’’This is the final phase in 
a plan which was carried out 
with precision.... We have 
brought back in two months 
to our soil around 160 tons” 
of gold, central bank chief 
Nelson Merentes said in re¬ 
ceiving the shipment at the 
Caracas airport. 

Chavez last year an¬ 
nounced plans to repatriate the 
211.35 tons of gold bullion 
that the country has abroad, 


worth an estimated $ 11 billion. 

About 80 percent of the 
reserves had been held in 
Britain, principally in the cof¬ 
fers of the Bank of England. 

Merentes said that approx¬ 
imately 50 tons of Venezue¬ 
lan gold will remain overseas 
to allow the country to carry 
out certain financial transac¬ 
tions. 

Official figures show 
Venezuela has around 365 
tons of gold reserves, the 
15th largest total worldwide. 

Chavez has also declared 
his intention to recover some 
$6.2 billion in liquid assets or 
tradable bonds held by Swiss, 
British, French and US banks 
and to transfer them to insti¬ 
tutions in ’’friendly” coun¬ 
tries, like China, Russia and 
Brazil. 


Mexico drought hurting 
marijuana growers

US spy chief: Fall of Syrian regime 
inevitable 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Syr¬ 
ian President Bashar al- 
Assad's regime will inevitably 
collapse in the face of mount¬ 
ing protests, the US spy chief 
said yesterday. 

”1 do not see how he can 
sustain his mle of Syria,” James 
Clapper, director of national in¬ 
telligence, told senators. 

”1 personally believe it's a 
question of time but that's the 
issue, it could be a long time.” 

The opposition was "frag¬ 
mented” but was piling grow¬ 
ing pressure on Assad, said 
Clapper, adding that it re¬ 
mained unclear what would 
follow after the Syrian leader's 
departure. 

CIA director David Pe- 
traeus, testifying at the same 


hearing before the Senate Se¬ 
lect Committee on Intelli¬ 
gence, also described the 
regime as increasingly at risk. 

The opposition had dis¬ 
played "resilience” and the 
regime now faced challenges 
in Damascus and Aleppo, two 
cities that had been seen as in¬ 
sulated from the unrest, said 
Petraeus, a retired four-star ge¬ 
neral who served as comman¬ 
der in Iraq and Afghanistan. 

"I think it has shown indeed 
how substantial the opposition 
to the regime is and how it is 
in fact growing and how in¬ 
creasing areas are becoming 
beyond the reach of the regime 
security forces,” he said. 

The fall of Assad's regime 
would deliver a major blow to

militants in Febanon, he said. 


Britain sends new warship to Falklands 


LONDON (AFP) - Britain said 
yesterday it was sending a 
state-of-the-art warship to the 
Falklands Islands, but insisted 
the deployment was purely 
routine despite rising tensions 
over their sovereignty. 

Ministry of Defence offi¬ 
cials said the decision to send 
HMS Dauntless was long 
planned. 

The Type 45 destroyer is 
due to head to the South At¬ 
lantic on her maiden voyage in 
the coming months to replace 
HMS Montrose. 

Prime Minister David 
Cameron angered Argentina 
last week by accusing it of 
"colonialism” over the islands 
which are a British overseas 
territory, but which Buenos 
Aires claims are Argentinian. 

That led Argentine Presi¬ 
dent Cristina Kirchner to ac¬ 
cuse Cameron of portraying 
Argentina as "violent” in the 
dispute. 

The issue is especially sen¬ 
sitive as the 30th anniversary 
approaches of the war over the 
islands between Britain and 
Argentina. 

Foreign Secretary William 


Hague played down the de¬ 
ployment of HMS Dauntless, 
telling Sky News television: 
"There's nothing unusual about 
this deployment, it doesn't re¬ 
flect any change in the situa¬ 
tion of any kind. 

"These things, they are rou¬ 
tine deployments. We do keep 
a garrison on the Falkland Is¬ 
lands, and of course aircraft 
there as well. Royal Naval 
ships frequently visit the area. 


"These are routine deploy¬ 
ments and they will continue 
this year as every year.” 

Hague added: "We will al¬ 
ways be in a position to defend 
the Falkland Islands if neces¬ 
sary, not that we are aware of 
any military threat to the Falk¬ 
land Islands at the moment. 

"But we will always reaf¬ 
firm that capability and we will 
always make sure it is there.”

(AFP) — US authorities on 
Monday approved a new 
drug to treat the most com¬ 
mon form of skin cancer, 
basal cell carcinoma, which 
is rarely lethal but can spread 
if left untreated. 

Erivedge (vismodegib) is 
made by Genentech, a US 
subsidiary of the Swiss drug 
giant Roche, and was ap¬ 
proved by the Food and Drug 
Administration after an expe¬ 
dited review for drugs that 
offer the potential for major 
advances in treatment. 

The drug is the first of its 
kind for patients whose basal 
cell carcinoma has spread ei¬ 
ther locally or to other parts 
of the body, or metastasized. 

A trial of 96 patients 
showed that 30 percent of 
those who had metastatic dis¬ 
ease saw a partial shrinkage 
of their cancerous lesions 
after taking the drug, which 
comes in the form of a once- 
a-day pill. 

Among those whose can¬ 
cer had spread locally, 43 
percent saw a complete or 
partial shrinkage of lesions. 

"The drug is intended for

"Textbooks will now have 
to be rewritten," said neuro¬ 
science professor Josef 
Rauschecker, lead author of 
the study which appears in 
the Proceedings of the Na¬ 
tional Academy of Sciences. 

"We gave old theories that 
have long hung a knockout 
punch." 

Rauschecker and colleagues 
based their research on 115 pre¬ 
vious peer-reviewed studies 
that investigated speech per¬ 
ception and used brain imaging 
scans — either MRI (functional 
magnetic resonance imaging) 
or PET (positron emission to¬ 
mography). 

An analysis of the brain 
imaging coordinates in those 
studies pointed to the new lo¬ 
cation for Wernicke's area, 
offering new insight for pa¬ 
tients suffering from brain 
damage or stroke. 

It also adds an intriguing 
wrinkle to the origins of lan¬ 
guage in humans and pri¬ 
mates, who have also been 
shown to process audible 
speech in the same region of 
the brain. 

"This finding suggests the 
architecture and processing 
between the two species is 
more similar than many peo¬ 
ple thought." 

Lead author Iain DeWitt, a 
PhD candidate in George¬ 
town's Interdisciplinary Pro¬ 
gram in Neuroscience, said 
the study confirms what oth¬ 
ers have found since brain 
imaging began in earnest in 
the 1990s, though some de¬ 
bate has persisted. 


Ultrasound 
zaps could be 
used as male 
contraceptives 

WASHINGTON(AFP) - 
Zapping testicles with ultra¬ 
sound can reduce sperm 
counts and might be used in 
the future as an inexpensive, 
reliable and reversible male 
contraceptive, according to 
US researchers. 

Scientists from the Uni¬ 
versity of North Carolina 
School of Medicine, who 
conducted experiments on 
male rats, issued their find¬ 
ings on Saturday in the jour¬ 
nal Reproductive Biology 
and Endocrinology. 

They said they were con¬ 
vinced that the method, if 
studied further, could be 
used on humans. 

The team led by Doctor 
James Tsuruta found that by 
rotating high frequency 
(3MHz) ultrasound around 
the testicles, they were able 
to cause depletion of germ 
cells throughout the testes, 
the reports said. 

The best results were seen 
using two ultrasound ses¬ 
sions of 15 minutes, two 
days apart. 

Saline was used to pro¬ 
vide conductivity between 
the ultrasound transducer 
and the skin, and the testes 
were warmed to 37 degrees 
Celsius (almost 99 degrees 
Fahrenheit), the study noted. 

The procedure reduced 
the sperm count to zero, the 
researchers said. 

Fertile men in normal 
conditions have more than 
39 million sperm when they 
ejaculate. 

The World Health Organ¬ 
ization has defined low 
sperm concentration as less 
than 15 million sperm per 
milliliter. 


US approves new drug 
for common skin cancer 
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Russia blames 'cosmic rays' for 
Mars probe failure 


MOSCOW (AFP) - Russia 
on Tuesday blamed a com¬ 
puter malfunction caused by 
the impact of cosmic rays for 
the failure of its Phobos- 
Grunt mission to Mars, one 
of a litany of setbacks for its 
embattled space programme. 

Announcing the initial re¬ 
sults of the investigation into 
the Mars mission, Russian 
space agency Roscosmos 
also revealed the next 
manned launch to the Inter¬ 
national Space Station would 
be delayed due to technical 
problems. 

The Phobos-Grunt probe - 
- which was to have brought 
home a sample of soil from 
Mars’ largest moon - crashed 
back to Earth earlier this 
month after becoming stuck 
in Earth's orbit shortly after 
its launch in November. 

"The most likely reason in 
the commission's opinion is 
the local influence of heavy 
charged particles from outer 
space on the onboard com¬ 
puter system," Roscosmos 
chief Vladimir Popovkin 
said, quoted by RIA Novosti 
news agency. 

The unmanned probe was 
launched November 9 in an 
ambitious mission to fly to 
Mars's largest moon, Phobos, 
in a first step towards Rus¬ 
sia's dream of taking a 


manned mission to Mars. 

But it failed to leave a low 
orbit around Earth, before 
gradually descending and 
crashing on January 15 over 
the Pacific Ocean. 

Cosmic rays apparently 
led the onboard computer 
system to experience mem¬ 
ory problems after launch 
which led to parts of the sys¬ 
tem restarting and going into 
energy-saving mode, the 
Roscosmos chief said. 

Staff at the rocket-building 
plant had been punished for 
non-criminal offences, he 
said. 

"Carrying out such a 
large-scale, lengthy job, they 
should have taken into con¬ 
sideration the effect of outer 
space on the equipment of an 
interplanetary station." 

He also blamed sub-stan¬ 
dard or fake foreign-made 
microchips used in the probe, 
saying more than 60 percent 
were not designed for use in 
space. 

Earlier Tuesday the head 
of manned programmes at 
Roscosmos, Alexei Krasnov, 
said the re-entry capsule of 
the Soyuz TMA-04M space 
ship was found not to be her¬ 
metically sealed. 

The mission will ditch its 
faulty re-entry capsule and 
launch with one intended for 


the following mission sched¬ 
uled May 30, which in turn 
will be delayed. 

Russia has experienced an 
embarrassing string of fail¬ 
ures over the last year, in¬ 
cluding the crash of an 
unmanned spaceship taking 
supplies to the ISS. 

On Tuesday, Popovkin 
said Russia's space pro¬ 
gramme up to 2030 would 
cost between 150 and 200 
billion rubles ($4.9 billion 
and $6.6 billion) a year.

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CBO sees $1.1 tn shortfall in US budget 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
US will fall $1.1 trillion short 
in its budget this year, an im¬ 
provement over last year but 
still larger than any pre-crisis 
deficit, a congressional budget 
analysis said yesterday. 

The Congressional Budget 
Office said the shortfall for the 
2012 fiscal year, ending Sep¬ 
tember 30, will come in at 7.0 
percent of gross domestic prod¬ 
uct (GDP), or economic output, 


a strong improvement on the 
8.7 percent level of last year. 

The independent CBO ex¬ 
pects spending to be virtually 
unchanged while revenues will 
grow 9.6 percent. 

The budget deficit has 
topped $1 trillion in the past 
three years since the 2008 eco¬ 
nomic meltdown, ending 2011 
at $1.3 trillion. 

For fiscal 2013, the CBO 
projects the deficit could 


plunge by nearly half, to $585 
billion, if the government 
sticks to current plans to end 
special tax breaks and to slash 
more spending. 

But that could stall eco¬ 
nomic growth, the CBO said: 
It forecast GDP to expand 2.0 
percent in 2012 and then slow 
to 1.1 percent in 2013, based 
on the restraints to government 
spending under current laws 
set by Congress. 


Swiss to submit bank data in US taxprobe 


GENEVA (AFP) - Switzerland 
is ready to hand over thou¬ 
sands of encoded bank docu¬ 
ments to US officials inves¬ 
tigating tax evasion by US cit¬ 
izens, the Swiss finance de¬ 
partment said yesterday. 

Full access to the data, 
however, will only be provided 
when an agreement is reached 
between Bern and Washington 
on controlling tax evasion, it 
said. 

"It is not data about clients 
but about (Swiss) bank activity 
in the US," said a finance 
spokesman in an email to AFP. 

The department did not re¬ 
veal how many documents

WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
World Bank yesterday said 
high food prices were likely to 
dip this year as the global 
economy slows but potential 
risks from higher oil prices and 
weather could send them back 
up. 

"Prospects for decline in 
2012 food prices remain favor¬ 
able, due to weaker consumer 
demand as a result of a sluggish 
global economy, expected de¬ 
clines in the price of energy and 
crude oil, and strong forecasts

consumer confidence slipped 
in January, after two straight 
months of gains that had 
stirred hopes for a broader 
turnaround in the economy, ac¬ 
cording to the Conference 
Board index released Tuesday. 

The index slipped to 61.1 
down from 64.8 in December, 
returning to the level of two 
months ago. 

"Consumers’ assessment of 
current business and labor 
market conditions turned more 
downbeat and is back to No¬ 
vember 2011 levels," said 
Lynn Franco, head of the Con¬ 
ference Board Consumer Re¬ 
search Center. 

"Regarding the short-term 
outlook, consumers are more 
upbeat about employment, but 
less optimistic about business 
conditions and their income 
prospects. 

"Recent increases in gaso¬ 
line prices may have con¬ 
sumers feeling a little less 
confident this month." 

After falling in October to 
its lowest level since 2009, at 
40.9, the index had improved 
sharply in November and De¬ 
cember. 



World Bank sees high food 
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China targeting US auto 
parts sector: industry 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - A US 
industry and union coalition 
accused China yesterday of 
sweeping illegal subsidies to 
its auto parts sector that 
threaten to destroy more than a 
million US jobs. 

Launching a campaign to 
press for trade action against 
Beijing, the Alliance for Ame¬ 
rican Manufacturing and se¬ 
nior politicians said the Chi¬ 
nese subsidies threaten to re¬ 
verse the comeback of the US 
auto industry. 

The AAM — which brings 
together the US steel industry 
and the United Steelworkers 
union — said alleged trade vio¬ 
lations by China have already 
killed 400,000 jobs in the US 
auto supply chain, and threaten 
1.6 million more. 

"It’s essential that federal 
action be taken to challenge 
these abuses before they com¬ 
pletely undermine the job re¬ 
covery under way in the US 
auto industry," said AAM ex¬ 
ecutive director Scott Paul. 

The campaign was launched 
at the US Congress a week 
after President Barack Obama 


said he would step up pressure 
on China and other countries 
that unfairly subsidize exports 
and launch a new government 
body to pursue such cases. 

The AAM released three re¬ 
ports that paint China as target¬ 
ing the US auto parts sector by 
supporting its own manufac¬ 
turers in ways that violate 
WTO fair trade rules. 

A report by Usha Haley of 
the Economic Policy Institute 
said China now sends about 
one-third of its auto parts pro¬ 
duction to the United States. 

The study said China subsi¬ 
dized the sector to the tune of 
$27.5 billion since 2001, and 
has committed nearly $11 bil¬ 
lion more in subsidies over the 
next decade. 

"In auto parts, China runs trade 
deficits with every other major 
auto producer, including Japan, 
South Korea, and Germany. In 
contrast, China’s trade surpluses 
on auto parts with the United 
States constitutes a notable excep¬ 
tion," Haley said.

Brazil's trade with Arab 


world soaring 


SAO PAULO (AFP) - Brazil’s 
trade with the Arab world 
soared more than 28 percent in 

2011 to reach $25.13 billion 
and is expected to grow a fur¬ 
ther 15 percent this year, the 
Arab Brazilian Chamber of 
Commerce said yesterday. 

Brazil registered a trade 
surplus of $5.15 billion with 
the 22 countries making up the 
Arab League last year, as its 
exports totaled $15.13 billion, 
up 20.3 percent compared with 
2010, while its imports 
reached 9.98 billion, up 43.36 
percent. 

Salim Taufic Schahin, the 
chamber's president, said that 
despite the global economic 
uncertainty, "Prospects for 

2012 are optimistic and our 
projection is that we will have 
an increase of 10 to 15 per¬ 
cent" over the 2011 figure. 

He pointed out that as a 
bloc, the Arab League ranks 
among the world's 10 top 


economies. 

Major export items last year 
were sugar with sales worth 
$4.62 billion, up 19.81 per¬ 
cent; meat products with $3.55 
billion in sales, up 9.89 per¬ 
cent; mining products with 
$2.97 billion, up 34.82 per¬ 
cent; and grains with 1.17 bil¬ 
lion dollars, up 96.83 percent.

(AFP) — "I feel good about 
the staff and the players and 
the team we have in place,” 
he said. ”We're going to im¬ 
prove and try to win ball 
games. No way it's the tough¬ 
est job in the country.” 

Paterno died on the same 
day the Patriots beat Balti¬ 
more to claim a berth in 
Super Bowl 46 against the 
New York Giants at Indi¬ 
anapolis. 

Two days later, O'Brien 
made an emotional trip to the 
school to lead players he 
barely knew to a casket view¬ 
ing of the iconic legend. 

"Last week was about 
coach Paterno,” O'Brien said. 
"It was about his memory and 
what he meant to Penn State. 
So it was an emotional time 
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for me and a very emotional 
time for the team. The guy 
had been the coach there for 
46 years. 

"I was only up there for a 
couple days, but you could 
see what a special man he 
was and what he meant to 
Penn State.” 

Following in Paterno's 
footsteps has included assem¬ 
bling a staff of assistants and 
trying to recruit top high 
school players, some of 
whom backed off commit¬ 
ments to Penn State in the 
wake of the scandal and Pa- 
temo's firing. 

"It's not a one-man-show," 
O'Brien said. "Fve put to¬ 
gether one of the best staffs in 
the country. They have hit the 
ground running. I'll get a fax 
on our (recruiting) signees, 
but we know pretty much 
who they are going to be.” 

Admitting that the Super 
Bowl is a bittersweet farewell 
game, O'Brien said he does 
not see the Penn State move 
as a step backwards even 
though he had dreamed of 
guiding an NFL team. 

"Penn State is a special 
place,” he said. "I felt like I 
could go in there and have an 
effect. Our family, we de¬ 
cided it was an opportunity 
we couldn’t pass up.” 

Patriots coach Bill Be- 
lichick has seen no change in 
O'Brien's work despite the 
situation. 

"Bill O’Brien has done 
everything he normally does 
and everything he can possi¬ 
bly do," Belichick said. "I’m 
sure he’s spent some extra 
hours early in the morning 
and late at night doing things 
for Penn State.” 

Patriots guard Brian Wa¬ 
ters calls the Super Bowl trip 
"the greatest recruiting tool 
he has” and admired 
O'Brien's devotion to the Pa¬ 
triots. 

"He's a great guy and it's a 
tough position to be in,” Wa¬ 
ters said. "He is taking on a 
high-pressure job somewhere 
else but he stayed with us to 
see this through to the end 
and he's as fired up as he has 
been all season.”

Super Bowl coach set 
to join scandal-hit 
Penn State 



INDIANAPOLIS (AFP) - 
New England Patriots offen¬ 
sive coordinator Bill O'Brien 
will try to beat the New York 
Giants in Sunday's Super 
Bowl, then take over a Penn 
State team trying to move on 
from a child sex scandal. 

O'Brien has being doing 
double duty in the NFL since 
taking the Penn State Univer¬ 
sity coaching post on January 
7, just 15 days before the 
man he replaced, all-time 
college win leader Joe Pa- 
terno, died of lung cancer 
aged 85. 

"It's about the Patriots this 
week," O'Brien said Tuesday. 
"I'm thrilled to be the coach 


at Penn State but this week is 
about doing the best I can for 
the Patriots. We've put to¬ 
gether a strong game plan. 
We'll be ready to go Sunday." 

On Monday, O'Brien will 
focus on Penn State, which 
was rocked last November 
when former assistant coach 
Jerry Sandusky was accused 
of molesting boys. 

Sandusky, on Paterno's 
staff from 1969 through 
1999, is facing a trial after 
being accused of more than 
50 counts of molesting 10 
boys over an 11-year period. 
He has denied the charges. 

But the school board of 
trustees fired Patemo last No¬ 
vember, contending he did 
not do enough when told 
about Sandusky molesting a 
boy in the shower. 

Paterno said later that he 
regretted not having done 
more than pass along the in¬ 
formation to university offi¬ 
cials. Soon after his firing, he 
was diagnosed with lung can¬ 
cer. 

Asked about taking over 
in the wake of the sex scan¬ 
dal, O'Brien simply said, "I'm 
not going there," but did 
tackle the question of 
whether or not the challenge 
facing him at Penn State was 
the toughest gridiron job in 
the nation.

Mario Santana joining on a 
similar deal from Napoli. 

Lazio and Cesena have 
undertaken a midfield swap 
with Antonio Candreva mov¬ 
ing to the Italian capital and 
Simone Del Nero heading in 


the other direction. 

Argentine goalkeeper 
Juan Pablo Carrizo has 
moved to Catania on loan 
from Lazio with an option to 
making the move permanent 
at season's end. 

Catania brought in two 
more players on loan, 
Chilean midfielder Felipe 
Seymour from Genoa and 
Torino's Nigerian striker Os- 
arimen Ebagua. 

The Sicilians also bought 
Brazilian left-back Welling¬ 
ton Teixera, known as Tom, 
from Uberaba, who play in 
the Brazilian fourth division. 

Meanwhile they have let 
Argentine defender Pablo Al¬ 
varez leave to join Spain's 
Real Zaragoza. 

Fiorentina have let mid¬ 
fielder Gianni Munari leave 
to join Serie B Sampdoria on 
a permanent deal.
